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The language of a great proportion of the Transatlantic Press is 
unpleasant enough on this subject, and might be disgusting if we 
did not know that these journalists write for the same purpose and 
the same classes as those to catch whose votes the officials act. 
What can we expect from irresponsible conductors of the daily 
Press when senators and statesmen set them so sad an example ? 
The last mail brings us a report of a discussion in the Senate on 
the subject of the differences relating to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
of 1850, in which Mr Cass and Mr Clayton took a part. Mr Cass 
was a candidate for the Presidents ship, and will probably be so 
again. Mr Clayton is a diplomatist, and might therefore be ex- 
pected to understand and to observe the decencies if not the cour- 
tesies of intercourse among statesmen. And the Senate is the 
most grave, elevated, and carefully selected body of public men in 
the United States. Yet in that assembly do not 
hesitate to speak of the “rapacity,” “duplicity,” “ shuffling,” 

rapacious “despicable attempts at special pleading,” 
“ disgraceful conduct,” &c., of Lord Palmerston and Lord Claren- 
don—with other amenities of the same nature. 

Language of this sort is caleulated to make amicable arrange- 
ments very difficult, and if imitated on this side of the water, 
would be seen by our Transatlantic brethren in its true light. It 
is, we do not doubt, deeply regretted and severely condemned by 
all edu Americans, discreditable to 
their Government, cnet as likely to cause great and needless irrita- 
eae he re We must on our part, as they on theirs, do all we can 

» allay such irritation. And this can’ best be effeeted by both 
our pe ople and our Government bearing in mind two facts :—First, 
that this unseemly lan is not addressed ¢o us (however it may 
in intention be spoken a¢ us); it is held in their national assembly, 
and we are not supposed nor compelled to know anything of it. 
We must in all our dealings with America be on our guard against 
considering, and if possible against hearing, anything which is not 
forced upon our attention by coming before our Government in an 
official shape. Secondly, we must remember, that the American 
President and Ministers do not represent the upper and middle 
classes, the commerci:.l classes, or the cultivated and sober-minded 
classes of that great and wide-spread nation ; that they have their 
own personal and indirect aims to serve; that they are for ever 
on the hustings, and addressing a miscellaneous body of electors ;

bast, must be permitted. Our own course is clear. Having ex- 
pressed our regret for our error in one dispute, and offered to refer 
another to the arbitration of impartial umpires, we have nothing 
more to do. We must, of course, be prepared promptly and vigor- 
ously to maintain our rights and possessions if actually attacked 
(which is most improbable); but for the rest we must fold our 
hands and close our mouths; we must retaliate no insolence and 
reciprocate no anger; but give time for the calm good sense and 
good feeling of the real American NATION, as distinguished from 
the American POPULACE, to operate and make itself heard. We 
must refer the Government at Washington to the people through- 
out the States; and appeal from a few violent and self-seeking 
politicians who now chance to be at the head of affairs, to a great 
v which they mislead and misrepresent, and which probably 
they will soon ccase to govern. 





CRIMEAN REPORT. 
QUARTER-MASTER-GENERAL’S DEPARTMENT. 
SECOND, but only second, in importance to defective food, among 
the causes of the sufferings which decim: - ‘d our Crimean army 
last winter, were defective clothing and shelter. The men lay in 
wet clothes, on — ground, in tents or without them, night 
and day, sick or well, in the most inclement weather ;— 
course their misery and mortality were frightful. The facts, as 
developed in this official and gu arded report, are very startling, 
and the explanations unsati isfactory enough. However nothing is 
kept back ; nothing exaggerated ; ‘and on the whole we get a very 
clear idea how the evil arose, —though why it should have arisen 
is less easy to make out. 
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First among the causes of the deficient clothing came the 
“knapsack” calamity. , 

“ The British soldier usually carries in his knapsack clothing 





« sufficient to admit of at least one change; but on landing in the 
«“ Crimea, so great was the anxiety to advance rapidly upon Se- 
“ bastopol, that authority was give n to leave the knapsacks in the 
“ transports,—and of this permission most of the corps appear to 
“ have availed themselves. Generally, therefore, each soldier had 
“only a shirt, a pair of boots, and a pair of socks, loosely a lled 
“wun in his blanket: and even of these a great part of was 
“ Jost at the battle of the Alma, or during the march. This sepa- 
“ ration from the knapsacks could have produced but little incon- 
“ venience had it terminated with the march; but unfortunat ly 
‘they were left on board of the different vessels from which th 
“men had disembarked, and these, being urgently requir d to 
“bring reinforcements and supplies, were sent to the opposite 
“ coasts, carrying the knapsacks with them. It appears from the 
‘“‘ evidence that on the average more than six vecks elapsed before 
“ they were recovered; and then in many cases they had been 
« plundered of a great part of their contents. The great majo- 
“rity of the troops were thus deprived for a considerable time of 
ae 


a change of clothing.” 


This is merely a confirmation of what we heard at the time. 
As soon as it became evident that the troops would winter in the 
Crimea, and be exposed to severe weather, vast quantities of warm 
clothing were sent out from England and Constantinople, rugs, 
great-coats, boots, blankets, paillasses, flannel shirts and drawers 
&c. These arrived in such numbers that (deducting those lost in 
the Prince) there was at Balaklava by the beginning of December, 
and before the frost had set in, a store of those articles sufficient to 
have furnished to each man one pair of drawers and a flannel shirt 
and two par of socks, and one rug, paillasse , blanket, and great-coat 


or cloak to every two men,—which would have been ample, inas- 


much as only half the men were in tent or on duty at one tim 
There were enough to have prot cted the soidiers from the dre ad- 
ful cold and the clinging wet, if they had received them as soon 
as they ought to have done, and in proper quantitics. But this 
was not the case. Out of 24,000 rugs—only SOO were issued, 
though precisely the things most wanted, especially when b cets 
fell short ;—nor could the Commissioners obtain any t CX- 
planation of this non-issu Twenty-one thousand paili $ ar 
rived in Nove nb r, but mone were isued to the tr Ps, ANG O 
6,000 to the hos} tals. “The rest remained in store. It was -

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The instrument referred to, appears to us wi ithout doubt to be 
subject only to a penny stamp. It is not necessary that the words 
“on demand” shall be used, but that the order for pay- 
ment shall be such as to entitle the person in behoof of 
whom it is drawn, or the legal holder, to payment on_pre- 
sentation and without de lay. A bill drawn in the usual 
form “ at sight” is subject to the threc days of grace, if the 
person upon whom it is drawn avails himself of it. In this re- 


grace are ti aken as a practice ; in others they are not:—but there is 
no doubt as to the right to take them. A bill, therefore, drawn 
“ at sight” must ee upon the sts ump indicated by the amount, but 
any draft for money “ to order” payable on demand, in whatever 
form, may be drawn upon a penny sts amp: a ¢ heque upon a banker 
in the common form drawn “ to order,” is therefore subject only to 
a penny stamp ; and the instrument referred to in the above letter 
is of a similar kind. 








INTER-OCEANIC RAILWAY. 

| Tuts is the title of a projected railway from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific across Honduras, of which the details are given in a new 
work by Mr I. G. Squier, recently published.* We have no in- 
tention in notic ing it toe xpress any opinion on the pro. jc ct, or on 
| the political difference between England and the United States in 
reference to Cent America, to which such a project lends addi- 
tional importance. We refer to it because all people, but particu- 
liarly the Americans, and the English with their colonies, are 
1 deeply interested in the communication between the two oceans. 
| To shorten the voyage one-half between Europe and Australia, 
|| and bring that great continent, which we now know tobe teeming 
with gold, and offering to the hemmed-in people of the Old World 
vast fields to cultivate, within one month’s pleasant voyage—not 
|| one-third so distant as was Am«¢ en when it first received Euro- 
peans, then far less closely packed than at present—promises to 
|| benefit and a interest the whole family of man. 

It has of late been our duty continually to bring under the 
| notice of our readers the degree in which the abundance, and con- 
sequently the price, of the most common articles in daily use or of 
| daily necessity—bread, sugar, tea, coffee, cotton, silk, money, Kc. 
i —depi nd onthe production and the consumption of the peopl living 
in every quarter of the globe. The failure, for « xample, of tl he sucar

We advert 
to it as a feasible plan to facilitate general social inpprowement. 


On the Atlantic Ocean (merely to abridge Mr 
ment), in latitude 15 49 N., there spacious ood secure bay of 
easy access, in the territory of the republic of Honduras, called 
Puerto Caballos. In the territory of the same republic, on the 
Pacifie Ocean, in latitude 13 21 N., due south from Puerto Caballos, 
there is a still more capacious and indeed magnificent port, called 
the Bay of Fonseca. Between two excellent anchorages, 
from five fathoms water on the one side to five fathoms on the 
other, the distance is 148 geographical, or 160 statute miles. The 
intervening country has been carefully surveyed, and nowhere 
presents any engineering difficulties of importance. The gradients 
of the line proposed will be for the first 50 miles, beginning on the 
Atlantic, 17 feet to the mile; for the next 40 miles, 25 feet 2 inches 
to the mile; for crossing the summit, 15 miles, 55feet to the mile; 
and from thence to the Pacific the maximum will not exceed 45 
feet to the mile. ‘The total of ascents and descents is 4,700 feet, an 
average of a little more than 28 feet to the mile. Some of the 
Of the Baltimore and 
Ohio the gradients are 116 feet to the mile, of the Baltimore and 
Susquehannah 90, of the proposed Tehuantepec road 64, and of the 
Panama road, Pacifie slope, 60. There is in the mere elevation, 
therefore, scarcely difficulties to be overcome, much less insuperable 
coke les.

There are no swamps on the line, and the ground may be compa- 
ratively easily worked. Timber of all kinds and building stone of the 
most useful description are abundant thn oughout nearly the whole 


course. In the country are Jarge bodies of labourers, well drilled 
and organised in gangs, accustomed to hard work, to felling trees, 
and skilful at road making. ‘The climate, with the exception of a 
narrow belt on the n rth ern coast, is healthy and comparatively 


cool. QOxen, both for draught and for food, are plentiful. Be- 
tween the two points there are several tolerably large towns, 
and a_ considerable population on the line, securing every- 
where in a fertile country the means of subsistence, while 


the natural products of the, country, both vegetable and mineral, 
supply materials for a very large trade and for the rapid 
acount tion of wealth. ‘The rivers in the interior are generally 
navigable, and would be accessories to communication with the dif- 
ferent parts of the country. The Government of Honduras is 
comparatively stable and settled, and from it a charter for the 
construction of the road has been obtained, and with it is com- 
bined the Honduras Steam-ship and Navigation Company, which 
is granted and egress to the harbors of the republic 
free of duties and charges. The spacious harbours at either

| end of the line constitute an advantage possessed by no other 


projected line across the isthmus. The total cost of the con- 
struction and equipment is estimated at 7,000,000 dols, or less 
than half the sum per mile which the Panama Railway, 49 
miles in length, has cost.

employed, might not have been able to carry on. For the States 
altogether 1855 was not a prosperous year, and the increase a em-

ployment found for its shipping, in consequence of our shi ppi ing 
being much employed in the war, will tend to convince 

Americans that the war had not, as some of their politicians 
assert, a very sinister influence on their welfare. At the same 


time, it did not yield them such a harvest, by a carrying trade, as 
they expected, and as they reaped in former wars. 





POSTAGE TO AUSTRALIA. 
TREASURY MINUTE, DATED NOVEMBER 27, 1855. 


My Lorps have under their consideration various communications 
from the Colonial-office, given cover to despatches from the colonies of 
New South Wales, Victoria, and South Australia, and reports from the 
Postmaster-General, upon the subject of a postal communication between 
England and the Australian colonies. 

My lords advert to the arrangement which they sanctioned some 
time ago for the purpose of securing a monthly postal communication 
with Australia by steam-boats. By that arrangement a mail was carried, 


via the Cape of Good Hope, by the General Screw Steam Navigation 
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en 
Company, and another by the Peninsular and Oriental Company, yig 
Singapore, in every month alternately, so as to secure a monthly commy. 
nication between the two. The former of these companies having foung 
itself obliged to abandon the contract, and the latter, in consequence of 
the demand for their vessels for the purposes of the war, having been 
obliged to suspend the branch service from Singapore to Australia, my 
lords deeply regret that for some months past, so far as steam- vessels are 
concerned, this important postal service has been interrupted. 





As early as the month of February last, with a view of obviating this 
my lords requested the Lords of the Admiralty to take 
ain a tender for monthly conveyance of mails to Aus. 
tralia, but it is only within the last few weeks that that tender has been 
received by the Government; and it is one which, in its present shape, 
and in the position which the question has now assumed, my lords are 
not prepared to accept. This tender, which has been received from the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company, is to convey a mail by steam once in 
every month between Ceylon wad the Australian colonies, in connection 
wtth their India mail-boats, for the sum of 84,000/ a year. But as the 
present estimate of the postal revenue with Australia cannot be com- 
puted at more than 36,000/, of which 24,000/ can only be taken as the 
portion applicable to the sea service, my lords would not feel justified in 
imposing upon the Home Exchequer exclusively so large a loss (viz, 
60,000/ a year) as would attend the adoption of this tender.

It has been with great satisfaction that my lords in the meantime haye 
perused the despatches received from Sir William Denison, Sir Charles 
Hotham, and Sir R G. Macdonnell, as well as the proceedings Of the 
respective public authorities of New South Wales, Victoria, and South 
Australia, upon the of postal communication, And my lords 
have no doubt that when sufficient time shall have elapsed to enable the 
Governors of Van Diemen’s Land, Western Australia, and 
New Zealand to the circular despatch addressed to them by Sir William 
Denison of the 16th March, inviting their co-operation witb the other 
colonies and the mother country in order to place the postal communi- 
cation upon a permanent and satisfactory basis, to reach this country, 
they will be found to coincide with the enlightened and public-spirited 
views expressed by those colonies already referred to in reference to the 
subject of that despatch. 

The general tendency all the correspondence upon this subject 
which has reached this Board, shows that the different colonies of 
Australia have become so impressed with the necessity of maintaining a 
permanent, certain, and rapid postal communication with England, that 
they are now prepared to noe with this country any loss which it may 
be necessary to incur; but the offers of contribution, though made by 
those colonies from which communications have been received in a spirit 
of earnestness upon which my lords place the most implicit reliance, are 
yet either too vague or ympanied by conditions too contradictory 
and inconsistent with each other to form at once the basis of an arrange. 
ment with regard to which it is most desirable there should be no possible 
misunderstanding. It may, therefore, be convenient that my lords should 
here place on record the various proposals which have been made by the 
first and last, with respect to sharing in the expense 
and the conditions attached to those offers :— 

1. It appears that in 1846 the Legislative Council of New South 
Wales recommended that 6,000/ a year for three years should be placed 
at the disposal of the Home Government, in aid of steam communication 
via India.

My lords have also read, with much satisfaction, the enlarged and 
liberal views taken of the proposal as a whole, in the minutes of the 
Executive Council of the 17th of April, as well as in the reports of the 
Postmaster-General of the colony, of the Acting Colonial Secretary, the 
Advocate General, and the Surveyor-General. 

Sir R. G. Macdonnell in his despatch states that the letter of Mr Finnis 
represents the views of members of the Legislature and of the general 
community, being in favour of steamers from Point de Galle, calling off 
Port Adelaide. 

From the remaining three colonies, viz., Van Diemen’s Land, Western 
Australia, and New Zealand, as yet no intimation of any reply to Sir 
William Denison’s despatch has reached this Board. 

From the summary of the existing state of these negotiations, it is 
apparent that they have not yet assumed that clear and tangible position 
which would enable the Home Government to make them the basis of an 
actual arrangement. The Executive Council of New South Wales has 
passed a resolution to invite the Legislative Council to appropriate a 
sum of 15,000/ towards the service, but no advice has yet been received 
that this has been adopted. Sir William Denison has stipulated for no 
conditions which could embarrass the arrangement; but looking to the 
great preference hitherto shown and embodied in the acts of the Legis- 
lature for the route by Torres Straits, by which the first arrival and the 
last departure would be from Sydney, it is possible the Legislature may 
attach such a condition to any grant it may make. In Victoria the 
Legislature has authorised a very liberal expenditure for the purpose, but 
Sir Charles Hotham bas attached conditions which are inconsistent with 
the condition contended for by South Australia, and, in part, such as it 
may be impossible to obtain. In South Australia the only act that has 
really been passed offers a payment of 500/ to every steamer which shall 
deliver a direct mail via Suez, and without first having called at any port 
eastward of Adelaide, that is, without having first touched at Melbourne. 
And the Governor now holds out hopes that the Legislative Council would 
vote 12,000/ a year in aid of a plan by which the mail packets on their 
Outward and homeward voyages shall call at Port Adelaide. The ac- 
quiescence, therefore, of the colonies of Victoria and South Australia 
in the proposal of Sir William Denison is thus based upon contra- 
dictory conditions. With regard to the other three colonies no engage- 
ment, as far as my lords know, has yet been entered into, of any kind. 
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However, notwithstanding all the difficulties and conflicting views as 








exhibited in the various correspondence under consideration, my lords 
are of opinion that the interests involved, both imperial and colonial, in 
a speedy restoration of a monthly postal communication between the 
United Kingdom and the Australian colonies are so great, that the time has 
now arrived when the Home Government should take the initiative, and 
propose for the adoption of the c reat and comprehensive 
scheme, which shall upon mature consideration appear the best adapted 
for the interests of the whole, and pending communication with the 
colonies, in order to save time, to take such preliminary steps as shall 
secure its ion as soon as possible, And my lords are

3. My lords are further induced confidently to believe that each colony 
will accept a general plan, prepared by the Home Government after full 
consideration, in the full conviction that, as itis proposed without any bias 
or leaning in favour of any one colony, it may be assumed as that which 
is the best calculated to meet the public wants. 

The principle upon which the postal communication between England 
and the Australian colonies has latterly been conducted is, that a postage 
of 6d for a single letter has been charged, of which 4d was understood to 
represent the sea rate, ld for collecting or delivering a single letter in 
any part of the United Kingdom, and the same in any part of the colo- 
nies ; so that the whole cost of sending a letter from any part of the 


United Kingdom to any part of the Australian colonies, or vice versa 
should not exceed 6d. 

As the whule cost of the packet service has hitherto been borne by 
the Imperial Government, the portion of the postage which represented 
the sea service has been accounted for to the Home Post-office, so that 


of the 6d charged 5d has been appropriated to England and 1d to the 
colony receiving or despatching the letter, as the case might be. 

Mv lords have already adverted to the heavy charge which has hitherto 
be I 


n imposed upon the British Exchequer from the loss which has at- 
tended this arrangement, and to the circumstance that they would not 
feel justified in adopting the still heavier loss which would attend the 


improved service which the colonial authorities think absolutely required 


for their present wants. But this difficulty is happily removed by the 
enlightened view taken by the colonial authorities, and their willingness 
to defray a share of the loss which shall be incurred in securing a regular 
monthly steam communication. This loss, though it will be great at 
first, may fairly be expected rapidly to diminish by the increase of the 
postal revenue, consequent not alone upon an increasing population, but 
also upon the establishment of a more frequent and regular service. And 
it may also be hoped that, before many years shall pass, the increased 
communication may enable contracts for the conveyance of mails to be

It appears to my lords that the latter plan presents in many respects 
very important advantages. In the first place, as it may be reckoned that 
upon an average of the whole year about the same number of letters are 
sent to and received from each colony, the plan would practically amount 
to an equal division,of the postage between the colonies and the United 
Kingdom, while the inter-col ild go entirely to the colo- 
In the next place the system of intricate accounts at present sub- 
sisting between the Home Post-office and each of the colonial offices, in 
order to show the amounts collected for and due to the former, might be 
entirely dispensed with. And in the last place it would leave the Home 
Government and each Colonial Government free to regulate their rates of 
postage in any way they thought fit, within the terms of existing treaties, 
so far as regards foreign States. It would of course be stipulated thata 
letter from England should be delivered in any part of each of the colo- 
nies for the payment charged in England, and, vice versa, that any letter 
posted in the colonies should be delivered in any part of the United King- 
dom without any additional charge to that made in the colony. My 
lords are therefore prepared to adopt the suggestion made by the Austra- 
lian authorities on this point, to make prepayment necessary, and that 
each post office should retain the postage collected by itself as its own 
proper share of the whole. It will, however, be necessary to make some 
provision in respect to letters which are posted in the colonies for conti- 
nential or other foreign countries, and which will pass through the 
English post-office. By this arrangement the sum to be divided between 
the Home Government and the colonies will be the entire cost of the 
service, and not the net loss.

The Executive Council of South Aus- 
tralia expresses an opinion that on the arrangement ceasing, by which 
| the Home Government receives five-sixths of the postage, which ls now 
| proposed as part of the new plan, the cost of the service should be borne 
equally between the mother country and the colonies collectively. My 
lords are of Opinion that there are many sound reasons why this latter 
course should be adopted, namely, that one-half of the whole cost should 
be defrayed by the Home Government, and half by the colonies collec- 
tively. In the first place, in making this arrangement, my lords are 
desirous above all things that it should be based upon principles that 
| will prove as permanent in their operation as possible, and that will 
be simple and self-adjusting in the natural changes which must in 
the course of time take place. It is to be expected that as the Austra- 
lian colonies become more and more developed, the net loss arising 
from a postal service will become less; but it may be laid down as 
a principle that the advantages derived from the conveyance of letters 
will always be equal to the people at home and to those of the colo- 
| nies, and it is presumed that the same number of letters will be sent 
| and received at each end. This equality of advantages would therefore 
point to an equal division of the cost. In the next place, as it is pro-

now to decide whether they wili hoid the company to the contract, or re- 
lease them from it. Looking to the circumstance that the new service to 
to be provided for will be monthly, it appears to my lords that any ar- 
rangement for that service which could be made, if it were to work in 
conjunction with this contract now existing for one-half of it, would be 
made under great disadvantage, and that the only way by which the best 
terms and arrangements could be secured, would be to throw the whole 
open to competition.

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My lords have already adverted to the conflicting and irreconcileable 
views taken by the different colonies as to the mode in which the service 
should be performed, and asto the route to be taken by the steamers 
employed; but there are two principles which are so obviously desirable 


to be observed, that my lords cannot hesitate to lay them down as a rule 
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which must be for the benefit of the whole; first, that each colony sha] 
have the benefit of an arrival and departure by each steamer monthly, and 
that the passage out and home, together, shall be made in the shortest Ppos- 
sibletime. Upon a very careful examination of the whole subject, ang 
consideration of the correspondence which has taken place, my lords are 
of opinion that these objects can be best attained by restricting the points 
at which the steamers of the main line should call, to three, viz., King 
George’s Sound, Melbourne, and Sydney, and that all the other colonies 
should be provided with branch services fittinginto the arrangements of 
the main service. My lords have carefully and especially considereg 
the difference of views upon this subject entertained by the colonies of 
Victoria and South Australia. The authorities of the latter colony very 
naturally desire that the steamer shall call at Port Adelaide, but when 
it is considered that vessels of the size which must be employed in this 
Service are unable to cross the bar of the port, and are obliged to bring 
up at a distance from the port of fifteen miles, and from the land of five 
miles, and often in very bad weather, and that under any circumstances 
a small branch steamer must be employed ; and when it is further con. 
sidered that calling at Port Adelaide would cause considerable detention 
to the more important mails of Melbourne and Sydney if the eastern 
route shall be adopted, as wellas a loss of time also on the return Voy- 
age, and that, therefore, the entire voyage out and home would be 
lengthened, a disadvantage which would affect South Australia as wel] 
as the other colonies, my lords feel convinced that the inhabitants of 
that colony will be satisfied, upon due consideration, that so far as the 
arrangement above proposed may be a concession on their part, it is one 
which the general of all concerned calls upon them to make, 
and that they will see that the saving of time in the outward and home- 
ward services together so obtained, will be an advantage to them as well 
as to others. 

My lords are, however, of opinion that, in the comprehensive scheme 
which they are now proposing, arrangements should be made at the 
common cost for the branch services required to convey the mails toand 
from Port Adelaide, Van Diemen’s Land, and New Zealand, making 
Melbourne the common point of arrival and departure of those branch 
services. They therefore propose that arrangements shall be made on 
the spot for those services, and that the cost of the same shall be added 
to the cost of the main services, and divided in the same proportions as 
already indicated.

My lords are of opinion that, in a purely postal arrangement, condi- 
tions in relation to passengers, however important the subject is in it- 
self, should not be permitted to embarrass the more immediate question, 
and that all parties may rest satisffed that, in this respect, any Company 
undertaking the service will, for its own interests and profit, make such 
arrangements as shall be most convenient to all parties. 

The plan, therefore, which my lords propose, may be thus shortly 
summed up :-— 

1. That they shall instruct the Admiralty to obtain tenders, by open 
competition, for a monthly postal service between this country ana Aus- 
tralia, the vessels, outward and homeward, touching at King George’s 
Sound, Melbourne, and Sydney, carrying the mails for the six colonies of 
New South Wales, Victoria, South Australia, Western Australia, Van 
Diemen’s Land, and New Zealnnd.

3. That all letters and newspapers shall be prepaid, and that each post- 
office shall retein its own receipts. 

4. That the entire cost of the services described shall be divided equally 
between the Home Government and the colonies collectively. 


5. That each of the colonies shall contribute to the moiety to be paid | 


by them collectively, in proportion to the number of letters despatched by 
each, to be ascertained every two years. 

In the first place, it will be necessary to obtain from each of the 
colonies named a duly authorised legislative acquiescence in the arrange- 
ment proposed. For this purpose, let a copy of this minute be trans- 
mitted to the Colonial-office, and request that the Secretary of State will 
take the necessary steps with that view. But state that as some time 
must elapse before replies can be received from the different colonies, and 
as my lords are anxious that no time should be lost in reestablishing a 
monthly mail by steam, my lords, relying upon the correspondence now 
before them from the Governors of New South Wales, Victoria, and 
South Australia, have decided to take immediate steps in order to secure 
a commencement of the service at the earliest possible time after the re- 
ceipt of communications from the different colonies acquiescing in the 
proposed arrangements.

1. The tenders to be delivered within two months of the date of the 
advertisement. 

2, The tenders to specify the route and the maximum number of days 
between the departure of the mail from Southampton and its arrival at 
Melbourne, and Sydney, and King George’s Sound, respectively ; and 
also the number of days on the homeward route. 

3. That the service shall be performed under a penalty of 1007 a day 
for delay in starting, and 30/ a day for any time consumed in the voyage 
beyond the allowed maximum. 

4. The contractors to state in what time from the acceptance of their 
tender they will be prepared (under a penalty to be agreed upon) to com- 
mence the service. 

5. The contractors to give such adequate security as to the Lords of 
the Admiralty may appear necessary for the payment of any penalties 
which may become due, and generally for the performance of the con- 
tract; which penalties in no case whatever shall be relinquished. 

6. The contract to be for five years.

On referring to the above figures, it will be seen that the total receipts 
of foreign unrefined sugar into the United States, for the year ending 
3lst December, 1855, were 205,054 tons, against receipts in 1854 of 
165,925 tons ; and the quantity of this description taken for consump- 
tion in 1855 was 194,052 tons, against 150,854 tons in 1854, 200,610 
tons in 1853, 196,558 tons in 1852, 181,047 tons in 1851, and 143,015 
tons in 1850—being an increase in the consumption of foreign in 1855, 
as Compared with 1854, of 43,198 tons, or about 283 per cent., while 
the total consumption of foreign and domesticin 1855 (assuming the 
stock of the latter description Ist Jan. each year to be equal ) was 
379,197 tons against a total consumption in 1854 of 8 tons; in 
1853, 372,989 tons; in 1852, 315,217 tons; in 1851, 288,485 tons; and 
in 1850, 301,802 tons—being a decrease in the total consumption of 
1855, as compared with 1854, of 6,101 tons, or nearly 1§ per cent. 

The large increase in the quantity of foreign consumed is owing chiefly 
to the diminished supply of domestic, the crop 1854-5 of Louisiana 
having been 48 to 49,000 tons smaller than that made in the preceding 
season. 


Notwithstanding the high prices which have been current during the 
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greater part of the year for molasses, the estimated quantity taken in 
1855 for converting into sugar varies but little from that so consumed 
in 1854. Weplace it at 50,000 hhds, yielding 11,160 tons; add to this 
the estimated quantity extracted from the maple tree, say 14,500 tons, 
and the estimated consumption of California and Oregon, 5,500 tons, 
would give a total consumption of raw sugar in the United States, in 
1855, of 410,357 tons. 

It seems to be a demonstrated fact, that the production of the sugar- 
growing countries has not kept pace with the increased and rapidly in- | 
creasing consumption of the world. Indeed, it would appear that forthe | 
past two years the supply has been diminished, and the result is the 
present high rates which have oDtained, as well in the growing as in 
consuming countries; and statistics show that these presses, commer- | 
cial and non-commercial, that have attributed the high prices that are 
now obtained to a purely speculative action, are very wide the mark, 

The refiners throughout the country, as well as the trad2, have pur- 
chased much less extensively the last quarter of the year than usual, and | 
it is generally supposed that the stocks at this time in distributing hands 
are smaller than at any previous period; especially do these remarks 
apply to those cities and towns of the South and West that obtain their 
supplies from New Orleans. In this country, however, this cause will 
operate with less force than in Europe, as our people generally, and par- 
ticularly the large agricultural classes, are in a position of general pros- 
perity, enabling them to indulge freely in what has come to be nota | 
luxury, but an actual necessity, and it would probably require several 
seasons of short supply and high prices to reconcile the masses to the 
exercise of an active self denial to any considerable extent.

We believe it is universally conceded, that the present crop of Louis- 
iana, which forms so large an element in our consumption, will be ma- 
terially less than the yield of 1854-5 (owing to the unfavourable weather 
that prevailed for a portion of the season, especially while rolling, and 
the continued relinquishment, by planters, of the culture of the cane for 
other products), and that was about 48,850 tons smaller than the | 
quantity made in 1853-4. Our contemporaries of the New Orleans 
Price Currert, who are well informed and cautious in their statements, | 
write us under date of 28th ult., saying that ‘‘ it seems to be the general 
opinion that our crop will be at least 100,000 hhds short of that of last 
year, and many parties estimate it at a still greater reduction.’ As re- | 
gards the supply to be expected from foreign sources, we have no reliable | 
data at hand to present. 

In reference to the wants of the country the current year, the | 
indications decidedly are that we shall require a larger supply of 
foreign growth than we have yet drawn from those sources, and 
we shall therefore be a more formidable competitor with Europe in 
the producing marts of the world, than we have hitherto been ; and with 
small stocks at home and abroad, in the producing as well as in the con- 
suming portions of the globe, it would seem scarcely probable that a low | 
range of prices can ensue during the year now entered upon, unless the | 
abilities of the foreign-producing countries to meet increased demands 
are much greater than they were in 1855.

are to be allowed. Where the tenant finds the materials, nineteen- 
twenticths, decreasing one-twentieth yearly, are allowed. For 
new hawthorn fences the allowance is nine-tenths. 
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Mr Danson, on this agreement, says that its drift is “ to con- 
secrate the custom of the country by keeping out of the 
of tenant-farmers all those whose ‘capital or enterprise might in- 
duce them to disturb it.” To adhere to the custom of the country, 
to do what has long been done may be safe, but it “ not 
so in the practice of any productive or money-making business.” 
The general and obvious objection to such an agreement is that 
it attempts to dictate to the farmers how they are to employ 
their capital ; this must ever diminish the hope of profit for the

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Such blemishes are the more to be regretted, because they impair the pro- 
spect of popularity to which the character of other parts of the poems 
entitle them, and which severe correction and critical accuracy might have 
ensured.

SAVINGS’ BANKS.—INTEREST NOTES. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 


S1rn,—May I be permitted to submit to you a plan for more truly po- 
pularising that excellent institution, the savings’ bank, amongs* the 
working classes. To show how smalla proportion of working people 
deposit, the last report of the Manchester and Salford Savings’ Bank 
{Nov. 1854), now before me, may be referred to. With a population of 
401,321, and out of a total number of 34,954 savings’ banks depositors, 
there are only “ 2,473 cotton spinners, weavers, and their assistants; 
582 silk spinners, weavers and their assistants; 1,124 calico printers, 

















bleachers, dyers, and their wives; 2,681 mechanics, handicrafts-. 
men and their wives.” An analysis of other savings’ banks 
would probably reveal similar results. During the year 1853, 


the average of the sums paid into the savings’ banks throughout 
England (vide Parliamentary return) was 5/ 16s 9d, and of the with- 
drawals 11210s 10d, amounts which indicate too truly that those for 
whom savings’ banks were more especially intended, do not generally 
become depositors. 

Can the savings’ bank be made to have a wider influence Over the work- 
ing classes of the country, and to greatly increase the class of men who 
are truly an honour to their order? It is cheering to know that at the 
seats of all our manufactures, there is a time in the lives Of the majority 
of working men, when they have it in their individual power to lay the 
foundations of their own comfort and competence in after life. How 
desirable that they should be induced more generally to use wisely that 
power. The changes in the post-office, and especially in the money order 
department, all give valuable evidence as to the immense development 
which follows the right plan in the right place. The present plan of 
savings’ banks has accomplished all that could be expected, but it must 
be admitted that when a working man has saved a few shillings, there is, 
in depositing it, a certain routine and formality to go through, which has 
a deterring influence; and further, were there to be any very great in- 
crease Of deposits, it would require increased staffs of clerks. 

To lead, then, the working classes of this country more generally into 
habits of laying by a little money, and at the same time to dispense with 
that increase of savings’ bank clerks, 1 beg to suggest that there be an 
issue of savings’ bank interest notes of one-pound each. These notes 
to bear interest at two-and-a-half per cent. per annum; that is, six- 
pence a year each note, and to be made repayable at the respective places 
of issue, or to be passed to the credit of a depositor’s account, at the 
convenience of the holder. For instance: all the notes issued in Octo- 
ber, 1855, might be so dated, and have expressed upon them, that they 
were repayable in October i857-8 or 9, with interest sixpence a year. If 
received to the credit of a depositor’s account, to have interest computed 
up tothe month of deposit, but if paid in money, in any intervening 
month, the interest for the portion of aycar to be forfeited. And it 

night be one of the general rules, that the notes should not bear in- 
terest for a shorter time of issue than two years, nor for a longer time 
than six years. The notes should be from one plate—of high artistic 
skill—all numbered and thrown off in London, requiring only the month 
of issue, and a written signature in the country. Each provincial savings" 
bank would be debited with notes as sent down, and credited for 
hem as sent back to be destroyed. 

The plan would be simplicity itself, and if regarded with favour by 
workieg people, might gradually produce great changes in their social 
condition. How many a working man would shrink from takirg a 
single pound to a savings’ bank, yet would gladly allow his wife ora 
friend to call at the bank and bring him home an interest note. When 
the process had been repeated a few times, with what pleasure he might 
take his five or six interest notes and have an account opened. 

And when an employer desired the welfare of his men, and encouraged 
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them to save out of their wages, how easily could his pay clerk obtain, 
say once a month, a number of these notes, and give one to each of the 
men that had saved one pound. Thus nearly all the advantages of the 
savings’ bank would be obtained without any of the ordinary labour in 
book-keeping. And the clergy in every village, by keeping a few notes 
on hand, for exchange with their humbler parishioners, could aid in 
winning the working classes of the realm into those good habits which 
are essential alike to individual and social welfare.

The total amount of 
bills of exchange is estimated during the past year at 6,185,0007 on Lon- 
don, 14,580,000f on France, and 8,140,000 marks banco on Hamburg. 
| The extreme rates have been 27d to 28}d on London (very little above 
28d), 340 rs to 360 rs on France,and 640rs to 652 rs on Hamburg. 
The expectations of a better rate of exchange, based on the very heavy 
export of coffee in the past year, have not been realised, which in some 
measure is to be attributed to the large remittances by the Government 
and by the National Bank for returns in bullion, as also to other unusual 
demand for remittances to Europe. The total imports during the year 
1855 amounted toabout 2,000,0002, and exports to about 490,0007. The 
| coffee exported is estimated at 2,392,007 bags against 1,994,575 in 1854. 
The importations of sugar were 1,395,429 arrobas. The rum imported 
| was 15,640 pipes ; exported, 1,565 pipes. 
Dates from Bahia furnish intelligence to the 19th ult. The Christmas 
| holydays were hardly over, and business had scarcely been resumed.
